bo badly injured 
that he died 
at 
12:30 today at the Keefer hospital. 
W a ited for One Train. 
Mr. Ferguson was on his way to 
Rock Falls at 9 :30 this morning and 
got as far as the First avenue cros­ 
sing, when 
he 
saw a west hound 
Northwestern train coining. He step­ 
ped behind some box cars to get out 
of the way while the train passed, 
and when the caboose 
of the first 
train jraseed him, he stepped direct­ 
ly around it 
without look ing west, 
and was struck and hurled into the 
ai r by No. 126, a fast 
east bound 
freight. 
Hoj>e Enterta ined at First. 
He was pick ed up by witnesses of 
the accident and rushed to Keefer 
hospital, where, upon 
preliminary 
examination, the physicians declared 
tha t there was hope of his recovery. 
It was found that several of his ribs 
were brok en, but h!s body was no; 
badly mangled. 


Internal Injuries. 
It developed later, however, that 
the gentleman was badly injured in­ 
ternally, and at 
12:30 o’clock ho 
passed away. 
W ife Away ; Son Dy ing. 
Mrs. Ferguson left yesterday af­ 
te rnoon-for Kansas City, where it is 
reported that their son Harry is said 
to he in a dying condition. She has 
been notified, hut funeral a rra nge­ 
ments have not been made. 


W as Prom inent Man. 
Virgil Ferguson, who was 60 years 
of age, was a prominent man in Ster­ 
ling and 'Whiteside county. Ho was 
elected to the state senate In 1S9 0, 
and served in this office four years. 
He was Master in Chancery in White 
side for m any years and for 30 years 
has been a member of Wallace school 
hoard. His other son, Virgi] Jr., m a r ­ 
ried into the Whitolaw Reid family, 
so prominent in English soc ia r e i r- 
cles.

Word has come tha t J. K. Ches­ 
ter, one of Sterling’s most prominent 
business men, who has been in Mis­ 
sissippi for his health, is dying and 
he is being brought home in an ef­ 
fort to beat the grim reaper to his 
native town.

Method a Sure Winner. 
The secret methods

clerk s, Gullet and Speers, used to de­ 
fraud Senator Magill in the filing of 
his petition 
were such 
that 
they 
could not have been stopped if a bun 
dred men were at the door hours in 
advance waiting to file petitions. By 
the plan pursued Gullett could walk 
by them all with the Cullom petition 
under his coat, tell the men in line 
he is not authorized to file petitions 
mt the Cullom petition on the 
desk 
of Index Clerk Speers, meet Speers 
on the floor below, get authority to 
go ahead while Speers remained b e ­ 
low, put the filing m ark on and claim 
the Cullom petition was filed first. Un 
der this scheme Speers could tak e 
the petitions from the inon who had 
long been waiting in line and claim 
they were too late, that he noticed 
Cullom’s petition had been filed nine 
minutes before theirs. If they were 
inclined that way every county clerk 
and every filing officer in the state 
could play favorites and defraud an> 
ilizen of the s ate any time he has a 
petition or papers to file. The rules 
observed by the secretary of state are 
followed largely throughout the state 
and if he sets a high standard the 
rest follow t ha t 
s andard. —Bureau 
County Republican.
